Thus, the Kato reference renders 
the presort claims 1-3, for example, among the other, not novel. Therefore, the technical feature of the 
nucleic acid sequence is not special, and the groups do not share a special technical feature, and are not 
so linked by a single inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. Additionally, the other claimed products in 
groups ni-VI are physically and/or functionally distinct chemical entities which share neither structure nor 
function. The_claimed methods in groups VII and VIII are not a method of making or using the nucleic 
acid, and they are for different purposes, have distinct method steps, produce different products and/or 
different results, which are not coextensive and which do not share the same technical feature within the 
meaning of PCT Rule 13.2 so as to form a single general inventive concept. 
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therefore, each does not share a special technical feature with the other within the meaning of PCT Rule 
13.2, and thus do not relate to a single invention concept within the meaning of PCT Rule 13.1. 
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
